All who were so fortunate as to number 
Miss Hannah P. James among their friends 
will be glad to see such an excellent por- 
trait of her as we publish with this issue. 
The biographical sketch by Miss Poland 
of Wilkes-Barré will give to newcomers in 
the library field a knowledge of one who for 
many years stood high in her chosen pro- 
fession and may well be classed as one of the 
pioneers in the public library movement. 


WAR CHANGES 


The present European conflict will of 
necessity produce many peculiarities of 
issue among the periodicals of the countries 
involved. We shall try to give a record of 
these as they come to our notice, and would 
be glad of information about any omissions, 


consolidations or other changes that may 
come to the attention of our readers. Pall 
Mall Magazine in our Magazine notes below 
is one of those affected. 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Harper’s Weekly has again changed its shape in 
the middle of a volume. We all remember how the 
American Magazine, having done the same mean 
trick, in a measure retrieved its reputation by includ- 
ing the odd number in its index of the previous 
volume. Now Harper’s Weekly, having issued three 
numbers of volume 59 (and by error having called 
two of them volume 58), reduces the width of its 
page with the issue of July 25, 1914. We welcome 
the happy idea which made the publisher decide to 
page volume 59 continuously, instead of beginning 
each issue at page one as he had done before, but 
what shall we say to our binder? Our first idea was 
to bind those three wide issues (July 4, 11, 18) as 
part of volume 58. But the Readers’ Guide, the only 
place where Harper’s Weekly is indexed (the peri- 
odical itself being title-and-index-less since some 
years ago), calls special attention to the fact that 
though labelled vol. 58 the first numbers of July 
are really 59, “the publisher says so,’’ and proceeds 
to index them as 59. So our next plan is to bind the 
three misfits where they belong, leaving the covers 
of our book covers awkwardly protruding an inch or 
more into space, or as one librarian suggests, have 
the binder trim those three wide numbers down to 
the text on both inner and outer edges, first removing 
the centre picture for special folding amd mounting. 


Art and Archeology, an illustrated magazine, pub- 
lished by the Archeological Institute of America at 
$2.00 a year, monthly, vol. 1, no. 1, July, 1914. This 
new magazine will take the place of the Bulletin of the 
Archeological Institute, while the Annual Reports 
will appear hereafter in a single volume in December, 
retaining the name and numbering of the Bulletin. 

The first issue of the new periodical is an interest- 
ing one, with many fine half tones. 

Bindery Talk has suspended with its issue of Nov.- 
Dec., 1913, to be resumed if some new subscribers 
are found. There was much practical information 
for librarians about bookbinding in this little peri- 
odical, and we are sorry it did not succeed better. 
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W. E. Reavis, bookbinder, of Los Angeles, was its 
editor. 


Pall Mall Magazine, London, and Nash’s Magazine 
London, have united, and the October issue appears 
as Nash’s Pall Mall Magazine, vol. 11,no. 1, thus taking 
the volume number of Nash's. The publisher states 
that the amalgamation is temporary, caused by the 
scarcity of paper in England, and adds:—‘‘When the 
present universal disturbance has subsided and the 
shock and strangle of armed conflict have ceased, we 
shall proceed to separate and continue Nash’s and 
Pall Mall and issue them as individual magazines.” 
We hazard a guess that the union will be permanent. 


New England Magazine for June, 1914, is the last 
issue — so far. 

National Geographic Magazine has at last decided 
to make two volumes of a year’s issues. Volume 25, 
therefore, is complete in six numbers, and makes 
a heavy and substantial volume. We have been 
endeavoring to have this done for the last two years. 
But we must wait until the end of the year for title 
and index. 


Munsey’s Magazine, since giving a complete novel 
in every issue (a feature that Lippincott’s has had 
for many years), has, beginning with October, 1913, 
made its volumes complete in four issues instead of 
six. Volume 50 covers October, 1913, to Jan., 1914, 
and seems as thick a book as its predecessors. 

Mississippi Valley Historical Review, volume 1, 
number 1, June, 1914, is before us. This substan- 
tial quarterly, published by the Mississippi Valley 
Historical Association, will find a welcome, if the 
standard set by number one is kept up. There is 
undoubtedly a place in the great middle West for 
such a Review. 

Suburban Life, the Countryside Magazine becomes 
The Countryside Magazine and Suburban Life with the 
October issue. Otherwise the periodical is as before, 
both size and volume numbers being left. We some- 
times think publishers do this sort of thing just to mix 
up would-be users of their periodicals. 

It is rumored that The Live Issue is dead; Aug. 8 
is the last we have seen. Sad that a magazine of such 
a name should die. 


BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


STEINER, BERNARD C. Life of Reverdy Johnson. 

Reverdy Johnson, a native Marylander, was an 
eminent lawyer, and from the death of Daniel Web- 
ster, for more than twenty years he held the proud 
position of leader of the bar of the Supreme Court 
of the United States. He was keenly interested in 
politics and became United States Senator just before 
the Mexican War. He was Attorney-General in 
Taylor’s Cabinet, and in 1862 was again elected 
Senator. Later he was United States Minister to 
England. His influence during reconstruction times 
was far reaching. 

The life history of such an eminent Border-State 
man, who had so intimate a connection with the 
Union during the Civil War, is a welcome addition 
to the many books upon this period.

Although published last spring, we fear not all libra- 
rians and booklovers have discovered this modest

little volume. A treat awaits you, take it home some 
evening (of course no librarian buys books to read, 
it is so convenient to order through the library), and 
enjoy the genial Librarian’s satire on things bookish, 
and people booky. At first you think you are deep 
in a library fairy story, then you conclude that these 
so-called adventures were dreams brought on no doubt 
by the ‘Welsh Rabbits” consumed at the Club. 
However, the papers read by the club members are 
deliciously humorous, and show up to ridicule many 
a pet library rule, and hereditary practice. 

The members who read and discuss the papers 
presented at the weekly meetings are strangely 
familiar to us; Tilden and Lenox, who forever play 
picquet, Forbes, the bibliographer, Sayles, the libra- 
rian, Ryerson, geneaologist, Crerar, the short story 
writer; Newberry, special writer for a newspaper; 
Bronson, Pratt — familiar names these to all libra- 
rians. 

As to the secret book, we learn but little about 
that, yet our interest is held to the end by the happy 
vein in which the story is unfolded, with many digres- 
sions. The paper on immoral books is a capital con- 
ception, and the index — well, never did we laugh 
more heartily than when quite unexpectedly we turned 
to the end of the book.

HANNAH PACKARD JAMES, 1835-1903 


Hannah Packard James, librarian of the 
Osterhout Free Library of Wilkes-Barré, 
Pennsylvania, was born in South Scitu- 
ate, Massachusetts, on Sept. 5, 1835. She 
came of a long line of worthy ancestors. On 
her mother’s side she was descended directly 
from John Alden. Her father, William 
James, was a man of sterling qualities, 
being entrusted with settling estates, and 
many other matters of trust requiring 
sound judgment and discretion devol- 
ved upon him. He represented also his 
district in the Massachusetts legislature. 
Of such an ancestry she was the natural 
outcome, and her life and work have testi- 
fied truly to such an inheritance. 

She was educated in the district school at 
South Scituate, and later in a private school 
formed at the instigation of herself and her 
schoolmates. She showed a fondness for 
books very early in her life, and she has 
been known to say that she could not 
remember when she was not making a 
catalog. At the age of nineteen she left 
her early home and went to Newton, 
Massachusetts. During the Civil War she 
Was an active worker on the Sanitary Com- 
mission, giving her whole mind to such work 
as only a noble, sympathetic soul could do. 

When the Newton Free Library was 
opened, in 1870, she began the work that 
won laurels for her in her own land and across 
the sea. She was made librarian of the 
library soon after it opened, and remained 
there 17 years. During those years she 
brought that library to a high standard. 
Her executive ability and keen intelligence 
very soon placed her at the height of her 
profession. 

In 1882 she attended the American Li- 
brary Association conference at Cincinnati, 
and that summer went to England, where 
she spent three months in study as well as in 


pleasure, for she had been a thorough stu- 
dent of architecture, especially of ecclesi- 
astical architecture, and she expended the 
sum of $1000, given her by the trustees of 
the Newton Free Library, upon photo- 
graphs which she selected there, giving 
much time and thought to the work. Miss 
James was present at the A. L. A. confer- 
ence at Buffalo in 1883, and became a mem- 
ber of the Co-operation Committee. In 
1886 she served on the Council. 

In 1887 she received a call from the direc- 
tors of the Osterhout Free Library of Wilkes- 
Barré, Pennsylvania, to become the libra- 
tian and to form a library there. She 
accepted the call, and in August of that year 
began the work, which at the time of her 
death in 1903 stood as a monument of 
great thought and noble work. 

She was vice-president of the A. L. A. in 
1896-97. From 1890 to 1903 she served 
on the Council of the A. L. A., attending 
many annual meetings, and keeping closely 
in touch with library work and workers. 
Her interest never waned, but was always 
on the increase. She gave herself untiringly 
to the cause of library work, as this held 
first place in her thoughts, and her own en- 
thusiasm gave an impetus to others that 
could not fail to be lasting. 

In 1897 she attended the International 
Conference of Librarians in London, and it 
seems but fitting to use the words of an 
earnest worker in the library cause, who said 
of her: “I remember with especial pleasure 
how proud all of us had reason to be of an 
American woman who could talk to English 
men and women on formal as well as 
personal occasions, and make so strong and 
delightful an impression upon our kinsfolk 
across the sea.’’ She wrote a full account 
of the Conference, after her return, which 
was published in the ‘‘Library News-Let- 
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ter,” a monthly publication of books of the 
Osterhout Library. 

On several occasions Miss James was 
called upon to lecture before the library 
schools, and at such times she appeared at 
her best, as pupils of the schools can testify, 
knowing as they did how much inspiration 
they obtained from the earnest and delight- 
ful manner with which she presented her 
subjects. 

During the fifteen years of her diligent 
work in Wilkes-Barré she established an 
enviable record, for she brought the Library 
into the front ranks of library administra- 
tion and left a well organized institution to 
her perpetual memory. There are many of 
her old friends and associates at the present 
day who could testify to her enthusiasm as 
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a worker for the uplift and good of the gen- 
eral community, and especially through the 
medium of a free library. Her work was 
not finished when she was called from it; 
but it had become so much a part of her- 
self that all those who were associated with 
her never ceased to feel the strong and help- 
ful influence of her personality. The Oster- 
hout Free Library must ever stand as her 
library, because of the solid foundation upon 
which it was built, and through her ability 
and keen interest it came to be an institu- 
tion of usefulness, as well as an ornament 
to the city of the generous founder. Her 
work has lived after her, and those who have 
continued it and have followed her, still 
realize the strong and healthful influence 
of such a leader.

THE SYSTEM OF BOOK-BINDING RECORDS OF SERIAL PUBLICATIONS USED AT THE 
AMERICAN ACADEMY OF ARTS AND SCIENCES, BOSTON. 


By Mrs. A. H. Holden, Assistant Librarian. 


This system, when established, is very 
simple, and has proved very satisfactory 
both to the library and to the binder. 

There are two cards for each publication, 
which are duplicates except in color, and I 
recommend a blue or salmon, with a white 
card rather than a yellow and a white 
because more easily distinguishable. The 
cards are 3x5 in. and the perpendicular 
lines are red as well as the two upper hori- 
zontal lines, the remaining horizontals being 
blue. On the upper red line is written the 
title of the society or periodical, as well as 
the shelf mark and at the end of the line is 
the initial of the purchasing fund, or G., 
if a gift, in order that the binder may know 
the appropriate book-plate. On the second 
red, which is a heavy or double, line is the 
title of the publication of the society. 
On this same line there is a small space for 
directions as to binding. (As we always 


employ the same binder, he has all our pat- 
terns and therefore needs few directions.) 





In the first column is placed the date of 
sending to the binder; in the second, the 
number of volumes of the publication sent, 
next, on the same line, is given the volume 
number of the book sent. The next column 
is reserved for abbreviated remarks of the 
binder, and the last two columns are for 
the price of binding. One sending usually 
occupies one line of the card. On the re- 
verse, the perpendicular lines are carried 
to the top and all the horizontals are blue, 
thus giving on the whole card space for thirty 
sendings. (See reproduction on page 93.) 

These cards are kept in pairs alphabeti- 
cally arranged and when a lot of books is 
to be sent to the binder, the cards of these 
volumes are taken out, properly filled in, 
and the colored cards, alphabetically ar- 
ranged, are sent with the books. The white 
cards of these books sent are kept by them- 
selves at the library, showing at once what 
volumes are being bound. 

The binder places the price charged in the

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proper column and when the books are re- 
turned, the cards are checked, the prices 
added to the white cards and both returned 
to their places to await the binding of the 
next volume. 

After these cards have been in use for 
some time, they are valuable in that they 
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show what volumes of a set have been bound, 
when each was sent, and the variation in 
the cost of binding volumes of the same set. 
The column for abbreviated remarks of 
binder, next the price column, enables him 
to explain any such variation; as “ex. pl.” 
(extra plates), “‘ex. tk.’’ (extra thick), etc. 




















USEFUL HINTS. 


How Commercial Clubs Can Help Libraries. 


About a year ago when we established several new 
deposit stations on a basis more business-like than 
formerly we appealed to the Commercial Club to 
suggest the best means of advertising. At once an 
offer came to supply space in the street cars for 
advertising signs. The company who manages this 
street car advertising had presented a certain amount 
of space to the club and the club in turn offered 
this to us. This we used as long as it was available 
and having found this method of advertising a great 
success, we are now continuing by placing signs ir 
such cars as travel in the direction of our stations. 
We do not attempt to place cards in all of the street 
cars as this is more than we can afford, but we are 
doing enough to obtain exceedingly good returns on 
the investment. We should not have taken up this 
street car advertising if the Commercial Club had 
not first offered us the space free. 

The Commercial Club also issues a weekly paper 
known as the “Commercial Club Bulletin,’”’ which 
publishes all matter relating to the Club. If we 
make a purchase for members of this organization, 
for instance the file of the Municipal Journal, a 
notice is put in this paper. We cannot advertise 
our stations because that is not Club business, but 
we ca. advertise any books which are useful to the 
members of the club. 

At one time, when I particularly wanted a very 
effective dodger to hand out, advertising a civics 
class, the advertising man of the Commercial Club 





wrote this for me and we had much better returas 

than would have been received had it been written 

in the prosaic language of the average librarian.

Advertising a Library by Street Signs. 


The Omaha Public Library places signs on the 
street about two blocks from each of its deposit 
stations. There are two of these for each station. 
The sign is about 2x3 ft., stands on legs about 
6 in. high, and is fastened to a telephone or electric 
light pole. This sign gives the name of the library, 
the number and place of the station. This idea we 
copied from the Y. M. C. A., which advertises all its 
classes by this method. Permission must be obtained 
from the city authorities to place these signs. 


Distinguishing Mark for Juvenile Books. 


It is necessary upon juvenile books to put some 
mark to distinguish them from books for adults. 
In Pawtucket no Cutter number is used for fiction. 
This would mean that on juveniles the customary 
‘“j"" would stand alone, and therefore for rebound 
books a slight charge would be made for this very 
small operation. Instead of this, a double line, for 
which no charge is made, is placed between the 
author and title, on all juvenile fiction. 

This would appear thus:

On all new books this is put in by the high school 
boy who has learned to do all our lettering, using a 
binder’s kit. 
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Lettering for Light-colored Books. 


Those who have had trouble with the black ink 
smearing a little might, with the hot iron, take an 
impression on black carbon paper and transfer this 
to the book. Books so lettered over a year ago look 
the same as the day they were done.

Storage of Surplus Pamphlets and Magazine 
Files. 


We recently installed at the Rhode Island State 
Library two convenient files for keeping surplus 
pamphlet material. One file consists of boxes ar- 
ranged in continuous rows and tiered to the height of 
7 feet. The boxes are made of inexpensive stock with 
the following dimensions: 20 in. wide; 10 in. deep; 
10 in. high; with the hinged cover fitted with a 
counter-sunk hinge. The boxes cost, in lots of 500, 
34c. each. 

The other file consists of boxes for the convenient 
filing of various sized magazines with the interior 
dimensions 12x 10x9in. In usage these boxes con- 
tain the standard monthly magazines arranged in 
vertical fashion and the larger magazines, such as the 
Literary Digest and the Independent, flat filed. By 
reversing the box, folio volumes up to 12 in. can be 
placed on end, convenient of access. I have utilized 
these latter boxes in my private library for the storage 
of the various magazines and pamphlets that accu- 
mulate in a household.
